Cook county rates are lower than 
Lake county. 
The 
township 
collectors 
are 
making an appeal to their tax pay­ 
ers to pay their bills at home, so 
that the local taxing bodies will be 
able to secure their 
distribution 
early and so that the 
collectors 
themselves may benefit from the 
collection. 
The local collectors ask the co­ 
operation of the public in seeing 
that the tax bills get to the prop­ 
er source. If a piece of property 
has been sold and the old owner 
gets the bill, he is asked to forward 
it to the proper owner or return it 
to the collector with information 
regarding the transfer of the prop­ 
erty.

Arlington Heights the longest way 
around. 
A. F. VYJz had furnished me with 
a time table and strange to say I 
was on time until I reached Flori­ 
da w/hen I threw7 all thoughts of 
schedule out of the window and 
for once in my life I did nothing 
and enjoyed it. 
Left Illinois wearing an overcoat 
• . . saw signs of spring in Ken­ 
tucky . . . caught up with the jon­ 
quils in Tennessee . . . millions of 
them . . . even the farm yards and 
the colored folk had it* in their 
door yards . . . greeted by irises 
and peach blossoms in Georgia . . 
made 
the 
acquaintance 
of 
the 
southern mammy and her hot bis­ 
cuits with every meal. 
Arlington Heights need 
never 
feel self-conscious over the number 
of WPA and PW A projects that 
she has pulled out of the bag. Ar­ 
lington was a piker compared to 
the cities in Georgia. 
Three days from home and I was 
in Florida. George Herrmann and 
Clarence Iverson said they w7ere go­ 
ing to make it in two days, but all 
they w'erc thinking about w7ere the 
sand on Miami Beach and the ad­ 
joining golf links. 
Do not know if they really got 
there . . . they failed 
to keep a 
luncheon appointment with this 
newspaper man . . . Miami police 
says they are not in jail. 
Have read about the open range 
in the w7est, but had my first ex­ 
perience when I entered Florida 
and found the highways patrolled 
by cattle and hogs . . . (“God help 
the motorist who kills one of them,” 
quotation from Chicago Motor Club 
travel bureau). 
Stopped the car a dozen times to 
allow the bossies and the piggies 
time to get across the road . . . 
when I tried to snap their picture 
they ran 
across . . . perhaps the 
Herrmann-Iverson car hit one of 
them, which explains their absence 
from Miami. 
Some Spanish fellow7 may have 
discovered Florida, but the north­ 
erners har.ie taken It over lock, stock 
and barrel . . . nine northerners to 
one southerner in Miami. 
Had to hunt three days to find 
good northern steak. All the res­ 
taurants were carrying specialties 
for the Passover and offered eight 
and nine course dinners for 75 and 
85 cents . . . the first night I asked 
for sirloin steak and was served 
liver . . . I did not come down here 
to eat, anyway. 
First day on beach a life guard 
saved my life . . . ordered me out 
of the sun . . . discovered the next 
day that the life guard knew7 what 
he was talking about. 
Have omitted all stories about 
Silver Springs, Indian villages, ali- 
gator farms, crocodiles, snakes, 
etc., but I went the “tourist road” 
and took them all in. 
First experience with the ocean 
wras at Clearwater . . . came near 
staying there an entire wreek, but 
Ft. Meyers and the 
Everglades 
called me . . . also my wife . . . and 
I drove to Miami. 
There are more hotels, tourist 
homes, 
apartments, islands and 
night clubs in Miami than in Chi­ 
cago, New York 
and Arlington 
Heights. 
Do not suppose that the Chica­ 
go papers carried stories about the 
“man-o-wars” that invaded Miami 
Thursday night. 
They were not 
Hitler’s fleet, but just as objection­ 
able and as poisonous . . . arrived 
during the night from the Baha­ 
mas . . . the beach patrol gathered 
them in by the shovels-full the next 
day. 
The scent of orange blossoms on 
trees that are also bearing ripened 
fruit welcomes the visitor to this 
state, second only to the taste of 
orange juice from fruit that has 
ripened on the trees. 
Orange growers would go broke 
if the girls from the front office of 
Paddock Publications came down 
here and read the signs, “orange 
juice—all you can drink for ten 
cents.” 
The zoning restrictions in Miami

There are as many traffic lights 
as there are hotels . . . the resi­ 
dents obey the lights . . . the editor 
tries to do so. 
Took a trip to Key West—170 
miles south—IOO miles of road, 70 
miles of bridges and keyes . . . one 
of the bridges is seven miles long. 
Key West is like a dead mining 
towm . . . no paint on the houses . . . 
and a great lot of nothing mixed 
up with a lot of something . . . 
fishing is the excuse made by many 
of its visitors . . . after seeing Hem­ 
ingway’s home set down in the 
midst of so much squalor, can un­ 
derstand why he writes the way he

The beauty of this menrr is that the Jellied Chicken can be made 
the day before. So can the cake. The scalloped potatoes can be pre­ 
pared in the morning, all ready* to go into the oven at the last minute. 
The relishes, too. can be washed and wrapped in wet cloths and 
placed in the refrigerator to keep them crisp and fresh. The Floating 
Island can also be made in the morning. 
Thus we have only the biscuits, coffee and peas to do a t the last. 
The biscuits carr be slipped into the oven after tin* potatoes have come 
out. ^Keep the potatoes hot orr top of the stove while the biscuits are 
baking. Doesn’t that sound like the sort of supper almost any one 
could manage without help? 
The Jell it'd Chicken 
Individual glass custard cups or muffin pans can be used for your 
jellied chicken. And the molds can be made to look especially festive 
by having a daisy design on top made front blanched almonds as petals 
radiating from a round bit of orange rind representing the daisy’s 
yellow center. 
To Make the Daisies 
Each cup will he lightly greased, of course. Place a “daisy” in 
the bottom with enough of the gelatin mixture to cover. 
When it 
stiffens enough to hold the daisy in place, add the meat and the rest 
of the gelatin* 
Here is the recipe for the Jellied Chicken (or other meat). 
JELLIED MEAT 
2 tbsp, gelatin 
4 tbsp. cold water 
cups hot broth (veal, chicken, 
beef or lamb) 
, Soak the gelatin in cold water . . . then add to hot broth, stirring 
to dissolve completely. Let the mixture cool until it begins to thicken. 
Then add the cut-up cooked meat and salt. Pour into your molds and 
chill until “set”. Unmold and serve on platter garnished with parsley 
bouquets, radish roses, tomato wedges and lettuce, endive or water­ 
cress. This amount Will till I bread loaf pan or about 8 custard cups 
or muffins pans. 
'Hie Difference Between “ Au Gratin” and “Scalloped” 
“Scalloped potatoes” are usually thinly sliced potatoes baked in 
milk. They are raw when they are put into the baking pan. Whereas 
“ AU gratin potatoes” are generally understood to be cubed cooked 
potatoes heated in a thick white sauce with cheese in it and with more 
cheese plus bread crumbs over the top. 
In fact, to many people “au gratin” means cooked with cheese,— 
whereas it really means “cooked with crumbs” over the top. 
So my “scalloped potatoes” are after all “au gratin” potatoes 
because they are thinly sliced cooked potatoes mixed with a thick 
white sauce xvifh a bit o f' m ustard added to it, and with fine dry 
bread crumbs or cracker crumbs sprinkled over the top. Chunks of 
butter are strewn over the crumbs before baking. These potatoes are 
arranged in a shallow baking dish and heated from 20 minutes to half 
an hour in a moderate oven, 350° F. If you use a deep baking dish, 
your potatoes will need as much as 45 minutes in the oven.

Air Raids and Urges American Support 


Editor’s Note: Mr. Fitch is the 
far Eastern Y.M.C.A. secretary 
for all of China and the Orient, 
and has been located in the Or­ 
ient for more than twenty years.

the city is now destroyed and there

is hardly a building left that has

not been damaged. There are long 
’•‘Sy.vistas, stretching for many blocks, 
~*Where you can see nothing but des- 
**- 4ruction. But the spirit is the same 
—undaunted. To my amazement I 
found that not only had damaged 
buildings been patched up, but that 
there were hundreds of new ones. 
Everywhere these are set well back 
from the curb to allow for street 
widening. None are perm itted of 
over three stories, but some are 
fairly substantial. The streets are 
as crowded as ever, but I notice 
fewer cars—many were bombed 
and gas is very scarce. There are 
rock-hewn shelters for the popu­ 
lace, but not many for cars. 
“When I left last July our main 
YMCA omitting was still standing, 
Only slightly damaged, but the big 
auditorium 'and the three branch 
buildings including the student Gen­ 
tle had been completely destroyed. 
Shortly after my departure three 
incendiary bombs crashed through 
the roof and it was only by heroic 
effort that the building was saved. 
Today repairs have been complet­ 
ed, while a new auditorium and 
movie theatre, seating 900, is draw­ 
ing record crowds. In the mean­ 
while a fund of a hundred thousand 
dollars is being raised locally to 
erect a new branch building in the 
western district where it is pro­ 
posed to center most of the Asse­ 
rtio n activities. 
“One is a bit startled on ap­ 
proaching the “Y” to see a thin col­ 
umn of smoke ascending from a 
hole in the ground. 
Inquiry re­ 
veals that the small power plant 
has been moved into the dugout, a 
series of chambers 
and 
tunnels 
can ed from the solid rock on which 
the buildings stand capable of ac­ 
commodating 2,500 people during 
air-raids. If the Japanese m ilitar­ 
ists still think they can bomb 


Chungking into submission they 
are vastly mistaken. 
“This happens to be the off-sea­ 
son for air-raids. During the win­ 
ter and until some time in May a 
perpetual haze hangs over the city 
that makes bombing 
practically 
impossible. W hat a relief it is to 
wake up in the morning and realize 
that you can go through the day 
without the probability of having 
to cancel all your engagements and 
spend some hours of it either with­ 
in or . else hovering near the en­ 
trance of a crowded dugout. 
“Perhaps I ought to go back, 
though, and tell something of my 
trip out here. I sailed from San 
Francisco on December 4 by tile 
“ President Coolidge,” — a whole 
month later than planned because 
the State Department would not 
allow me to sail on any ship touch­ 
ing at Japan. This took me via Ma­ 
nila, and in the four days there I 
was able to renew many former 
contacts, particularly Chinese. You 
may recall that just a year ago 
when I was there with C. D. Sing 
we secured contributions for our 
Emergency Service totaling $114,- 
800.00. 
“A radiogram called me on to 
Shanghai, and there I had two full 
and most interesting weeks. The 
city itself is rather 
depressing, 
kidnappings, holdups, murders are 
daily occurrences — quite a num­ 
ber of my friends have been among 
the victims, three of them killed 
—gambling and opium hells, pro­ 
tected by the Japanese, take an in­ 
credible toll each night; 80 to IOO 
corpses are picked up off the streets 
each day; 
Americans are pouring 
out of the city by every ship. The 
American school, which had an en­ 
rollment of just over 500 at the 
opening of the fall term, has less 
than 200 now\ Yet on the surface 
things seem to be going on much as 
usual. The streets are crowded, all 
the theatres packed, the stores are 
stocked with goods from all over 
the world. Shanghai, with its four 
millions, most of them crowded in­ 
to the Settlements, 
is the most 
densely populated city in the world. 
*1 borrowed a car one day and drove 
out to what had been our home on 
Hungjao Road, just outside the Set­ 
tlement. The place had been thor­ 
oughly looted by the Japs but a 
Russian was now living in it. Three 
times I was held up by Japanese 
soldiers with fixed bayonets, but 
though I was waved right on the 
experience recalled too many un­ 
happy scenes in 
Nanking to be 
comfortable. What made me feel 
worse, though, was the 
sight of 
these soldiers holding 
up every 
farm er and carrier of produce and 
exacting a heavy toll from them. 
Thirty dollars on each 200 lbs. of 
rice is levied and in addition there 
is extortion and pilfering; the m ar­ 
ket price of rice used to be only 
eight or nine dollars for 200 lbs. 


The Japanese are steadly bleeding 
the country they occupy, a course 
which must inevitably 
result 
in ’ 
their own ruin. But in the m ean-; 
time the suffering among the peo­ 
ple is appalling. 
“In spite of this unnatural sit­ 
uation both the Chinese and the 
Foreign YMCAs have a bigger pro­ 
gram than ever before. Their build­ 
ings are crowded. You have to got 
on a waiting list if you want one 
of the 360 rooms in their dormi- * 
tories. The Chinese Y has a mem- • 
bership oKpver seven thousand, the 
largest it has ever had, and four­ 
teen hundred in its 
educatiomil 
classes. It has led all other insti­ 
tutions 4j,n community service and 
relief work. Both Associations are 
performing invaluable sendee and 
are beacons of light in a sea of dis­ 
traught humanity. 
“A Dutch ship took me back to 
Hongkong and after a week there 
I took the plane to Chungking. We 
left at 4 a. rn. so as to cover the 
Japanese occupied area before day­ 
light and ran right into' the most 
spectacular electric storm I have 
ever 
witnessed. 
At 
times 
we 
seemed headed into a veritable in­ 
ferno. And the 
knowledge that 
three of the company’s planes had 
crashed within the week before did 
not add to our assurance. On both 
visits in Hongkong I had the priv­ 
ilege of an hour or more with Mine 
Chiang Kai Shek who for the past 
two months has been 
living with 
her sister, Mine. H. II. Kung, while 
undergoing 
treatm ents 
for 
a 
wrenched spine, the result of an 
accident at the beginning of the 
war when she was thrown from a 
car on the Nanking-Shanghai rd. I 
was glad to see her so much better 
than when I saw her last July. She 
has now returned to the capital. 
She asked me to accompany her on 
her next tour of her “war-phan- 
ages” and take pictures — some­ 
thing I hope I can do. Mme. Chiang 
is gratified at the increasing sup­ 
port which America is giving; but 
how can one explain to her, or to 
anyone else out here, the fact that 
after EU years we are still sup­ 
plying Japan with 
gasoline and 
other m aterials with which to con­ 
tinue her destruction of life and 
property in China. 
“ President Roosevelt’s represen­ 
tative, Laughlin Currie, has just 
arrived. I had a half-hour with him 
today and was much pleased at 
his attitude. We are a1! hoping that 
this trip will result in much more 
substantial help than America has 
given thus far. It is a mistaken 
policy that concentrates on help to 
England while allowing Japan to 
over-run Indo-China, m aster Siam 
and later move into Malaya and the 
Dutch East Indies, when early help 
to China and the 
occupation of 
Singapore and Sourabays by a few 
of our ships could prevent all this. 
Once in it will be practically im-

possible to get the Japs out. Not 
only that, but England’s life-line to 
Australia and New Zealand will be 
cut, and our chief sources of tin 
and rubber, cocoanut and wood oil, 
quinine, and much of our sugar and 
coffee will be blocked. Today, with 
airfields in Indo-China, Japan is 
able to bomb the Burma road pret­ 
ty much at will. The American Red 
Cross 
supplies, 
so 
desperately 
needed, are still awaiting transpor­ 
tation from the border. 
A few 
planes and anti-aircraft from us six 
months ago might have saved this 
situation, prevented untold suffer­ 
ing and much wanton destruction, 
perhaps 
stopped 
the 
southward 
march of Japan. 
“I shall probably remain here in 
Chungking for the next two months 
and then make another trip to the 
South Seas, this time going first 
to Burma in the 
interest of our 
Emergency Service. 
My address 
will remain as before, c/o European 
YMCA, Hongkong, though clipper 
mail may be addressed to me here. 
I feel like apologizing before clos­ 
ing for the use of old carbons and 
crowding my pages, but like every­ 
one else up here I have to do my 
own typing and good stationery, 
like coffee, is an extravagance few 
can afford!

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Home Building 
Keeps Lively 
Puce in Mnrch 


Suburban home building contin­ 
ued by leaps and bounds during the 
month of March as first quarter 
records were set in the Chicago 
region. 
Home building has accounted for 
nearly $5,000,000 of the $7,000,000 
increase in new building this year 
and analysis of its progress pre­ 
sents the following striking com­ 
parisons: 
In the suburban area 
permits 
were issued in March for 
581 
homes of which the estimated value 
is $3,955,234, while last year in 
March construction was begun on 
440 homes which cost $2,831,727. 
The gains are 32 per cent iii the 
number of homes and 40 per cent 
in the value. 
In the first quarter 
the suburban region reported 1,360 
homes started, with a total permit 
value of $9,308,314. The first quar­ 
ter of 1940 on the other hand had 
permits for 833 homes valued at 
$5,530,002. This shows an increase 
in suburban home building of 63 
per cent in the number of homes 
and 68 per cent in the value. The 
full force of all these figures is 
felt if we stop to consider that we 
are not comparing a good year with 
a poor year, when high* percent­ 
ages of increase might not mean 
much. 
On the contrary, 1940 was 
a year of home building activity 
greatly exceeding all other years 
in the records of this survey. 
The discrepancy 
between the 
gain in the number of homes and 
the gain in the value again draws 
attention to average costs. 
In 
the surburban region the average 
'ost of homes built in 1940 was 
$6,392. 
In January of this year 
it wag $7,089; in Febraury, $6,704; 
and in March, $6,808. 
In the first 
quarter of this year the average 
was $6,844. 
The value of homes in Arlington 
Heights jumped from $43,650 in 
March, 1940, to $69,350 in March 
of this year although the same 
number of homes, six, were giver, 
permits.

the Senate received the message. 
The message gave a clear and 
definite statem ent of the Gover­ 
nor’s financial policies and carried 
out his campaign promises to re­ 
duce taxes. Because it is not pos­ 
sible to remove the 
Sale’s Tax 
from food, except by a constitution­ 
al amendment which must be sub­ 
mitted to the people (a long in­ 
volved 
process) 
the 
Governor 
recommended a reduction in the 
Sale’s Tax from 3 to 2 per cent. 
This can be accomplished by the 
General Assembly. 
To take the 
place of the revenue which would 
be lost by the reduction of the 
Sale’s lay the Governor has recom­ 
mended taxes on cigarets, liquor 
and oil. New taxes are never pop­ 
ular, but the smokers and drinkers 
will benefit by the reduction of the 
S alt’s tax probably more than they 
xviii be harmed by the tobacco and 
liquor taxes. 
Age Pension Roll Grows 
A large saving is anticipated in 
the appropriations for relief due to 
increased employment but larger 
expenditures are 
anticipated for 
Old Age Assistance because of ev- 
I cr increasing numbers of the aged 
' who are eligible. 
At the present 
time about 143,000 are receiving 
old age relief but the Governor an­ 
nounced that by 1942 probably 152,- 
000 would be on the roles and by 
194;; there would be 150,000. These 
figures are contrary to the original 
estimates in 1935 on facts subm it­ 
ted by the Department of Labor 
that the maximum 
number 
who 
world be eligible would be 40,000. 
There xviii be an increase in State 
Aid for Schools but Governor Green 
definitely announced that the state 
funds would be used for teacher’s 
pensions and for equalizing school 
funds for poor school districts and 
that there would be flat grants such 
as some of the bills before the as­ 
sembly provide. 
Probably only those close to the 
administration krow how much e f­ 
fort has gone into the preparation 
of the budget. Night after night 
Governor Green, the heads of de­ 
partm ents and the Budgetary com­ 
mission have xvorked long nto the 
morning. The last session of work 
lasted until 
4 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. The Governor’s physical 
endurance has been the marvel of 
his associates. 
Needs Cooperation 
Right here I should like to say 
that economy and sound m anage­ 
ment of our state government can 
only be accomplished by the com­ 
plete cooperation with the Gover­ 
nor not only of the General As­ 
sembly but of all of the people of 
the State. When a family has to 
reduce its living expenses to meet 
its reduced income every one in 
the family must participate in the 
effort. That must also be true in 
our State. We cannot reduce taxes 
and spend at the same time and 
since most of the requests for ex­ 
penditures come from the people, 
the people will have to weigh caie- 
fully their requests.

Carleton Smith of the firm of 
Smith & Dawson, wlio originated 
the subdivision spoke informally 
of the need of an organization to 
act for the welfare of the commun­ 
ity. 


The following committee was 
nominated and elected by acclama­ 
tion, Mr. Edward Sobwick, chair­ 
man, Mr. William Payne, Mr. Ed­ 
ward Rauen, Mr. William Lancas­ 
ter, Jr., and Mr. Frank Portman, 
Jr. This 
committee was 
author­ 
ized to (I) draw up a constitution, 
and take care of the other two out­ 
standing problems of that time (2) 
to interview the proper authorities 
and see if drainage tile could be 
furnished to drain the property ad­ 
joining Elm hurst rd. and (S') have 
speed limit signs 
placed 
along 
Elmhurst rd. 
This committee met on June 22, 
1938 at the service station at Elm­ 
hurst and McDonald rds. to discuss 
plans for the association. 
A community picnic known as 
the “First Annual 
Picnic of the 
Prospect 
Heights 
Improvement 
Association” was held on August 
21, on the ground just acquired by 
Smith & Dawson at the northeast 
corner of Elm hurst and McDonald 
rd. Approximately 500 men, wom­ 
en and children were present. 
Later that year Simth & Dawson 
donated ten turkeys for both tu r­ 
key shoots, one for Thanksgiving 
and another just before Christmas 
which was greatly enjoyed by all 
who took part. 
A Christmas party was held for 
the children in the 
newly built 
store building, with gifts for all of 
the children present and refresh­ 
ments for all who attended. 
During the month of F ebruary,, 
1939, a card and bunco party was j 
held in the basement of the new ' 
school, for the purpose of provid­ 
ing necessities for the school build­ 
ing. As the result of this party the 
school board later received from 
the Association an electric stove, 
double drain board sink, and 200 
cups, for use in the kitchen. Also 
a large flag pole, which several 
members of the Association later 
erected on the school grounds. 
During the 
May meeting the 
first regular officers were elected, 
they 
being 
William 
Lancaster, 
president; Jim Nielsen, vice presi­ 
dent; Homer Torreyson, secretary; 
Jerome Moeller, financial secretary, 
and Ed. Miller, treasurer. During 
the term of these officers the sec­ 
ond annual picnic was held during 
the month of August, in another 
section of Prospect Heights, which 
was the northeast corner of Hill­ 
side and Olive st., and at tiiat time 
was newly acquired 
by Smith & 
Dawson. To say that th is picnic 
was as great a success as the first 
one would be putting it mildly. 
During September a bingo party 
was held in the school basement, 
and the proceeds w’ere used for de­ 
fraying the expenses of the second 
annual Children’s Christmas par­ 
ty, which was held 
at the school 
building during Christmas week. 
The first annual dance was held 
by 
the 
Association 
during 
the 
month of February at Rand Tower, 
and was a huge success. 
The second corp of officers were 
elected at the 
regular 
monthly 
meeting in M -v of 1940, with the 
present officers taking over at that 
time. 
During the past year the 
officers and board of managers con­ 
ducted a fall festival in the emptj 
store in the business block on Oc­ 
tober 26, the proceeds of which was 
divided among the P.-T.A., Sunday 
school, Girl Scouts, 
and 
school 
board. 
During the Christmas week, the 
third annual Christmas party was 
held for the children of the com­ 
munity, and at this party the school 
children presented two plays under 
the leadership of Mrs. Mabel Fow­ 
ler, arid Mr. Dawson, teachers at 
the school. 
Just at this time the association 
is exceptionally busy w ith prepara­ 
tions for their second annual spring 
dance, which will be held tomorrow 
evening, Saturday, April 19, at the 
Arlington Heights field house, be­ 
ginning at 9:00 p. rn. Everyone is 
expected, so come and have a good 
time.

The Wheeling Center school of 
district 23, in Prospect 
Heights, 
was dedicated at a ceremonial on 
Sunday, February 19, 1939, amidst 
a group of some 200 people from 
Prospect 
H e i g h t s , 
Arlington 
Heights and the surrounding su­ 
burbs. 
The ‘Junior Dram 
and 
Bugle 
Corps of the Merle Guild Post No. 
208, American Legion Post of Ar­ 
lington Heights entered 
the new 
building 
arid 
rendered 
several 
numbers. The Post Commander of 
that time, Mr. Herman Baumann, 
presented the Stars and Stripes to 
the directors of the 
new7 school. 
Three buglers then played the Star 
Spangled Banner, after which the 
entire assembly pledged allegiance 
to the flag. The entire ceremony 
was most impressive and the tal­ 
ent of the youngsters in the Drum 
and Bugle Corps was a revelation. 
Mr. Albert Meyer, president of 
the school board at that time ex­ 
tended a hearty welcome, and in­ 
troduced Mr. M. W. Bolivian, as­ 
sistant superintendent 
of county 
schools, as master of ceremonies. 
Mr. Bollman introduced the other 
members of the board, Mr. Edw. 
Mueller, secretary arid 
Mr. 
Leo 
Jaacks, both of whom said a few 
words. 
Mr. Noble J. Puffer, superintend­ 
ent of schools, gave the dedicatory 
address. 
Mr. Bollman 
then 
introduced 
former members of the board, Mr. 
Fred Meyer, Mr. Henry7 Metz, and 
Mr. Henry Schaeffer. Mrs. Herman 
Cairns and Mrs. Maul Parker, both 
of whom attended the Little Old 
School House which had graced the 
corner of Palatine and Schoenbeck 
rds. for 73 years, related some of 
their experiences while 
studying 
the three B’s. They explained how 
they had to w7alk quite a distance to 
procure w ater from a spring car­ 
rying same 
in 
an 
old wooden

bucket. They also spoke of the old 
wooden fences that 
the children 
used to climb upon and occasional­ 
ly fall from, and they both urged 
the children to be grateful to their 
parents for the 
many 
sacrifices 
they make for their children today. 
Mr. Bollman then introduced two 
of the former teachers of the old 
school, both of them spoke briefly 
about how the children would have 
to dry their clothes in front of the 
old stove on rainy days. Interest­ 
ing comments were 
given with 
reference to the construction of the 
new building by Mr. Godfrey Lar­ 
son, architect; Mr. R. Whiteside, 
legal adviser; Mr, A. Johnson, con­ 
tractor; Mr. Kennicot, PAV.A. reg­ 
ional director, and Mr. E. J. Sob­ 
wick, chairman 
of the Prospect 
Heights Improvement Association. 
A 
beautiful 
General 
Electric 
clock was presented to the board 
of directors by Mr. E. F. Rauen, in 
behalf of Messrs. Smith & Daw­ 
son, the donors who sent 
their 
regrets at not being able to attend 
as Mr. Smith was confined to his 
bed with the flu and Mr. Dawson 
was kept busy at the local office. A 
beautiful desk set and pen was giv­ 
en to Mr Meyer to relay to Miss 
G. Reynolds, teacher of that time, 
who was iii at home. This gift was 
from the grateful 
residents of 
Prospect Heights in appreciation 
of 
Miss 
Reynold's 
efforts. 
The 
board thanked the Geo. Schimming 
Co., Mr. Axel Johnson, and the res- 
ldents, of Prospect Heights for the 
beautiful flowers that graced the 
desk and piano.

For Farmers Who 
Sell to the Army 


Five steps to be 
followed by 
farm ers expecting to sell some of 
their products to arm y camps are 
outlined in form ation ju st received 
by the extension serv ice of the U ni­ 
versity of Illinois College of A gri­ 
culture from the U. S. D epartm ent 
of A griculture. 


1. Growers who wish 
to make 
such sales should contact the n ear­ 
est buying office. T hirty regional 
purchasing offices located close to 
various arm y posts throughout the 
country will conduct 
the buying 
program . These offices will be co­ 
ordinated through a central office 
in Chicago. Location of these buy­ 
ing offices will be announced in the 
near future. 


2. Growers should furnish the lo­ 
cal buying office, in advance, infor­ 
m ation 
concerning 
the 
products 
and quantities of each which they 
expect to have available for sale. 


3. All purchases will be made on 
arm y 
specifications, 
which 
are 
based on established 
governm ent 
grades. Growers should determ ine 
in advance from the regional buy­ 
ing office its requirem ents as to 
grades, 
packages 
and 
minimum 
units of purchase for each of the 
principal crops in which they are 
interested. 


4. W here an individual grow er 
finds it impossible to supply large 
enough quantities of a commodity 
to w arrant consideration, he should 
arrange to cooperate w ith 
other 
such grow ers so th a t through con­ 
solidation of supplies they may he 
able to offer a quantity th a t would 
m eet requirem ents. 


5. Purchases will be made on a 
delivered basis and, consequently, 
while sales are made to the region­ 
al purchasing office, deliveries are 
made to the q uarterm aster a t the 
arm y camp. 


Tax Expert of 
Farm Organization to

W atson of the Illinois A gricultural 
Association was called on to supply 
d ata from the farm ers’ point of 
view-. Recognized as the county’s 
leading authority on 
taxes Mr. 
W atson for m any years has ap ­ 
peared before m any boards and 
com m ittees on tax problems. 
F arm ers and business men of 
B artlett com m unity will have the 
opportunity to hear Mr. W atson at 
a m eeting in the Schnadt Hall this 
Friday night a t 8:00 o’clock. The 
tax problems th at face farm ers and 
business men in Cook county es­ 
pecially will come up fo r discus­ 
sion in Mr. W atson’s talk. 
The 
m eeting is sponsored by The Lions 
Club and the general public is in­ 
vited. 


77% oi Illinois 
Coin Acreage in 
1940 Was Hybrid 


If Illinois farm ers had planted 
the rem aining 23 per cent of their 
corn acreage to hybrid instead of 
open-pollinated corn in 1940, they 
could have placed about 412,000 
few er acres to corn and still would 
have produced approxim ately the 
same num ber of bushels. 


Based on results of the 1940 Il­ 
linois corn perform ance tests in 12 
sections of the state, this is the es­ 
tim ate made by R. R. Copper, ag ­ 
ronom ist of the U niversity of Illi­ 
nois College of A griculture. All the 
hybrids tested yielded 23.8 per cent 
more than the average of all open 
pollinated varieties. Based on these 
figures, the average yield for the 
whole state in 1940 would 
have 
been 46.5 bushels an acre for hy­ 
brid corn and 35.5 bushels an acre 
for open-pollinated corn. 


Copper explains th at 
733,239 
acres more could have been put into 
soil-conserving crops and th a t the 
total bushels of corn raised would 
have been about the 
sam e each 
year from 1936 to 1940 if enough 
hybrid seed corn had been avail­ 
able to plant the entire corn acre­ 
age for these years. Based on corn 
perform ance tests for 
these five 
years, the state average yields of 
hybrids have been 46.6 bushels an 
acre compared with 40 bushels an 
acre for open-pollinated. 


Undoubtedly the counties south 
of and including Madison, Bond, 
Fayette, Effingham and Clark coun­ 
ties grow much sm aller percent­ 
ages of hybrid to open-pollinated 
corn than those north of this line. 
However, these counties grow' only 
17 per cent of the total corn acre­ 
age of the state. Considering th at 
about 40 per cent 
of the corn 
grown in these southern counties is 
hybrid com , it is evident th at much 
of the open-pollinated corn grown 
in Illinois is planted north of this 
line. 


Copper cautioned farm ers that 
they can not buy just any hybrid 
and expect to get increased yields 
sim ilar to those in the university’s 
tests.

889 tons of sugar. 
Miss H arriott Elliott, consumer 
commission of the N ational De­ 
fense Advisory Com m ittee, says 
th a t any rum ors about sugar sh o rt­ 
ages “have no basis in fact and 
are entirely unw arranted.”

Two carloads of farm ers, repre­ 
senting the Cook County Farm Bu­ 
reau, attended the Farm Bureau of­ 
ficers’ m eeting a t Springfield Tues­ 
day, April 8, a t which tim e the p ro -, 
posed changes in the AAA setup j 
were thoroughly discussed by Mr. 
E arl Sm ith, president of the Illi­ 
nois A gricultural Association, Dean 
Rusk of the College of A griculture, 
U niversity of Illinois, 
and 
Lee 
G entry of the S tate AAA Commit­ 
tee. 


The speakers 
and the m eeting 
were unanim ous in their desire to 
m aintain 
the 
farmers* 
program 
strictly as a farm program without 
interference from various consumer 
groups who are ignorant of the 
farm er’s problems. 


The sam e thought was brought 
down to the district m eeting at De­ 
Kalb W ednesday, April 9. A t Blue 
Island on Thursday, April IO, the 
comm unity com m itteem en of the 
Cook County 
AAA organization 
agreed upon m easures to be taken 
in Cook county along the lines of 
the state and district m eetings. 


“ It is notable th a t in all of these 
m eetings, so far as there was any 
visable indication, not one 
single 
farm er disagreed on the attitude 
taken tow ards drastic modification 
of the AAA law,” stated Farm Ad­ 
viser C. A. Hughes. “ F arm ers are 
beginning to realize for the first 
tim e th at the AAA is legislation 
favoring agriculture th at has been 
fought for ever since the last World 
W ar. 


“The nub of the old AAA setup 
is a parity clause th at tends to 
give farm ers a price com m ensur­ 
ate or in equality w ith prices that 
he has to pay. W hile this has been 
attained only in a small m easure 
because of lack of full cooperation 
in the program , 
still we believe 
corn 
prices 
doubled 
w hat 
they 
would ae considering the am ount of 
corn on hand.” 
A letter is being released to all

4. W hile the governm ent pro­ 
poses until July I, 1943, to buy in 
the m arkets and sustain hog prices 
at 39.00 per hundred, milk price 
basis. 31c bu tter fat, eggs 22c, and 
chickens 15c, m any of these prices 
are already in effect now'. 
5. It is pointed out th a t there is 
no positive guarantee should hos­ 
tilities cease, this

m easure and farm ers are in the

Opens May I 


Chicagoland’s neatest dairy farm 
contest, sponsored by 
Pure Milk 
association, Chicago, will g et un­ 
der wray May I, a m onth earlier 
than in other years, Association of­ 
ficials 
announce. 
This 
is 
the 
eighth year PMA has held this 
contest in which several hundred 
members compete each year for 
prizes and for the coveted title 
of grand champion neat farm er of 
Chicagoland. 


This year the contest is tim ed 
to coincide w ith the clean-up, fix­ 
up urge th a t every one feels in 
early sum m er, and also to give a 
longer tim e during the sum m er for 
visitors to see the winning farm s. 
Pure Milk members can enter the 
contest any tim e beginning May 
first and will have the 
entire 
m onths of May and June to do an 
ex tra special job of sprucing up 
before the judging, which will be 
conducted early in July. 


A new' pattern in silverw are, one 
in tune w ith m odern decorating 
trends and w ith heavier silver p lat­ 
ing, will be given as D istrict prizes 
for the three highest scoring farm s 
in each of PM A’s fifteen districts, 
and the grand champion prize w'ill 
be, as heretofore, a vacation trip 
for the w inner and his wife. 


Rules for the contest are the 
same as heretofore. 
Any active, 
shipping m ember of the Associa­ 
tion may compete for an Award of 
M erit plaque—a senior awrard if 
his farm scores 90% or higher; a 
junior aw'ard if his farm scores be­ 
tween 80% and 89%, Grand cham ­ 
pionship winners in previous con­ 
tests are barred from prizes other 
than plaques, and no D istrict w in­ 
ner in a previous contest m ay win 
the same prize a second time. F irst 
place winners in other years may 
compete for the grand champion­ 
ship if their scores equal the score 
of the 1941 district winner. 
Sec­ 
ond and third place district win­ 
ners may compete only for the next 
higher award. 


N eatness and cleanliness alone 
are stressed in the contest and scor­ 
ing is on the basis of: 


50% for all around neatness and 
appearance of farm buildings. 


20% for neatness and cleanli­ 
ness of the dairy barn inside. 


20% for neatness and cleanliness 
of milk house inside and equip­ 
ment. 
5% for inside condition of other 
buildings. 
5% for appearance of dairy herd. 


E ntry blanks for the contest will 
be available May first from Asso­ 
ciation field service men and local 
officers. 
An application will also 
appear in the April issue of the 
PMA publication Pure Milk. 


Home Accidents 
Increase in Spite 
Of Many Warnings 


Am ericans are not safe at home! 
W hile this sounds like a m ilitaris­ 
tic attitude, tru th of the m atter is 
th a t more people lost their lives a t 
home in 1940 than in 1939 in spite 
of all the safety w arnings to “be 
careful.” 


Prelim inary reports for 1940 re­ 
cently issued by the National Safe­ 
ty Council show th at J#i500 people 
w'ere killed in home accidents last 
year. This w'as 2 per cent or 500 
m ore than the previous year, states 
Miss Gladys W ard, home m anage­ 
m ent specialist, U niversity of Il­ 
linois College of A griculture, 
The accidental death toll within 
the fam ily’s four walls climbed 
higher than totals for any recent 
year except the 
terrifically hot 
sum m ers of 1934 and 1936. Fatal 
falls accounted for 16,000 accident­ 
al deaths or alm ost one-half of the 
home death total. 
Burns and fires in homes killed 
5,700 persons or IOO more than in 
1939, 
while 
poisonings, 
poison 
gases, firearm s and mechanical suf­ 
focation claimed more victim s than 
ever before. 
Added to this is the fact th a t 
4,750,000 people were involved in a 
home accident, but escaped w ith 
their lives, said Miss W ard. This 
m eans th at accidental injury on 
the average struck every seventh 
home last year. In term s of wrage 
losses, medical expense and over­ 
head costs of insurance, home acci­ 
dents totale d $600,000,000 or an av­ 
erage of $20 a home. 
Safety Council experts point out 
th at falls on stairs and steps, both 
inside and outside the house, con­ 
tinue to be the m ost 
im portant 
specific type of serious home ac­ 
cident. Miss W ard warned against 
placing small rugs at the top and 
bottom of sta ir steps or leaving 
toys and other small objects on the 
floor. She advises hand rails along 
all stair steps, particularly the cel­ 
lar steps. House-cleaning is sug­ 
gested as a good tim e to rem edy 
accident hazards about the home.
